when you really don^ know 


If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

■ * , Conviction, even with a suspended 

sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive u.sc of amplietamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users arc usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician's prescription, 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doscs can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as th© 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

The new law will help 
establish whether discrimin¬ 
ation exists by providing 
that every employer main¬ 
tain records of the wages 
and wage rates of his em¬ 
ployees for two years. 

If, from the information 
you gather, you think you 
have legitimate grounds for 
a complaint, contact your 
regional Division of Labor 
Standards Enforcement. The 
Division must establish the 
valdlty of your complaint. It 
can keep your identity con¬ 
fidential unless an investi¬ 
gation requires that you lie 
named. If your complaint is 
legitimate, the Division cun 
bring civil action requiring 
that you and other em¬ 
ployees in your position re¬ 
cover unpaid wages. 

If your company operates 
outside California, you can 
get help from the U.S. Equal 
Employment Opportunity 
Commission Regional Office, 
300 Montgomery, San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Let your fellow employees 
know that equal work for 
equal pay Is the law!

The hotline is designed to 
give the public and health 
professionals immediate ac¬ 
cess to up-to-date cancer in¬ 
formation. It is the first 
cancer hotline on t^e West 
Coast and is (Hie of 17 
established nationwide by 
the National Cancer Insti¬ 
tute 

’The toll - free telephone 
service is available Monday 
through Friday from dial¬ 
ing 1-800-252-9066 from area 
codes 213, 714, and 806. It 


will also have a 24-hour 
back-up line, using the same 
number, to the National 
Cancer Institute.
